M»> SS— WHI- 
tam Barnes is a •’ooaa’\ a jury so d e ­ 
cided today in aw arding a verdict tor 
Colon**! Roosevelt in the $30,04© ll-. 
bel anil brought against the former 
president by Barnes.

The verdict was brought in s h o rt­

The verdict was a blow to Barnes 
anc! a complete surprise to Colonel 
Roosevelt. 
It was the common be­ 
lief around the courtroom that tne 
jury would report its u tte r failure 
to agree, and ne discharged by Jus- ; 
lice Andrews today. 
It was l»eliev- 
cd that Edw ard Burns, the Syracuse I 
m otorm an, who flq*t voted for Col. 
Roosevelt yesterday 
and

versed his vote i*ecause the

would not permit the jury to divide 
the costs, would hold out for

plaintiff until the end 
Burns' dem eanor when the 
jury 
left the courthouse late yesterday to 
go to the jail for the night confirm­ 
ed this belief. 
He strode along u n ­

jurors, 
his jaws firmly set, aud with an ap- 
I c a ra n rc of dcfian* e. 
The fo rem an ’s an n ouncem ent that 
the jury had decided

for Roosevelt, therefore, struck the 
Marne* camp a stunning blow.

turned a verdict of eleven for Roose­ 
velt and one against.
